Captain Handle's Story. 


SoVTHAMPTox, Muy 24.—The captain of 


the Paris mode a statement shortly after 
the vessel arrived here last evening re- 
garding the race with the Majestic.

Captain Handle said: "Soon after leav- 


ing New York the Majestic hove in sight

distance astern. 
The 


Paris maintained her lead until Satur- 
day, when, owing to a delay caused by a 
change of stokers, the White Stnr ijoat 
succeeded in overhauling the Paris aud 
crossed her bows from port to starboard. 


"This happened between 5 arid 6 o'clock 


Saturday morning. The Majestic steamed 
along about a half mile distant on the 
starboard side. 
The 
Paris gradually j 


forged ahead, keeping about the same 
distance to port. The caotain of the Ma- 
jestic, finding his vessel dropping astern, 
slowed down his engines and crossed 
under the stern of the Paris, receiving 
her backwash. He then proceeded on his 
course, ending a three days' exciting race. 


Tlie Chronicle'* Comment. 


LONDON, May 24.—Tho Chronicle saye: 


If the tale told by the passengers of the 
steamer Majestic of the race between the 
Majestic and Paris be true, it is high time 
that an international agreement be mnde 
to stop auch races. We can scarcely Tje- 
lieve the statement that the American 
captain deliberately crossed thebowcof 
the Majestic and compelled her to slow 
down, and we hope the story is capable of 
explanation.

HAKRISBURG, May 34.—At the state Re-

DESTROYED BY FIRE, WITH VAL- 


UABLE STOCK. 


Origin of the Fire Unknown, bnt it is 


Thought to Have Been of Incendiary 
Origin—Loss Will Equal 820,000. 


About 9.30 last evening the sky was sud- 


denly illuminated with what appeared to 
be the reflection of a large fire in the direc- 
tion of Lawrence. 


Hundreds sought points of vantage from 


which to view tbe brilliant pyrolecunical 
display, while a large crowd, in teams, on 
bicycles and on foot started down Andover 
street, towards the scene of the fire. 


Some twenty minutes after tbe blaze was 


first seen, an alarm from box 47 was rung 
in, from the box at the Butler estate, and 
the department responded quickly. 
Down 


the 
road 
they went until finally the 


city line was reached from where the fire 
could be plainly seen burning along the 
ground in the form of an immense cross, 
on a hill some mile or two away. 


Chief Hosmer sent all back except the 


chemical which went along to the fire, the 
chief following. 


It did not take the big crowds en route 


for the fire any length of time to guess 
where and what the lire was. They struck 
it at the first guess, for one of C. I. Hood's 
big barns in Andover was burned to the 
ground. 


About'lO.SO the display in the heavens 


began to lose its brilliancy and at 11.30 the 
fire was about all out. 


The Trull Barn. 


The barn burned was one recently pur- 


chased by C. I. Hood from Jesse Trull, and 
was situated in Andover, about one mile 
below the cross roads. 


Housed in it were 20 cows, 5 bulls, eight 


calves, all recently imported from Iowa by 
Mr. Hood and one horse belonging to Jesse 
Trull, 


The calves were gotten out safely, but 


the other animals had perished before help 
could arrive. 


These cattle were of fancy stocks and 


two of the bulls were said to "have been as 
fine as in the country. 


The barn was valued in the vicinity of 


$6000 and the total loss will run between 
$15,000 and $20,000. 


Both building and stock were insured in 


an amount which will probably cover the 
loss. 


The insurance was placed through H. C. 


Church & Son. 


How it Caught 


is not known. 


A Sux reporter who was present on the 


scene of the fire asked a number of farm 
hands who were near by concerning the ori- 
gin of the fire. They replied that since 6.30 
o'clock in the evening, milking time, no 
one had |been about the place, nor had 
there been any light in the building. They 
were all at some little distance when the 
alarm was given them and upon arriving 
at the fira were able only to save the 
calves, the other cattle having perished. 


It is supposed by all that the fire was set 


by some tramp who gained entrance and 
either by accident or design lit the blaze 
which consumed the building. There was 
no way of checking the progress of the 
flames and the big barn in a short time was 
a smouldering heap of ashes. 


An old barn nearby caught but was 


saved by tbe prompt work of Chief Hosmer 
and the men on the chemical engine. The 
residents around were loud in their praise 
of the chemical engine. 


C. I. Hood on the Scene. 


Mr. C. I. Hood was on the scene and to 


the StiS" reporter he said: "I have no idea 
how the fire caught as there had been 110 
one around the building since half past 
sis. 


"The barn I purchased last spring from 


Jesse Trnll and was worth about Sb'OOO. 
The cattle were all of Iowa stock but re- 
cently imported. The horse was the prop- 
erty of Mr. Trull. 
To my knowledge 


there were no wagons in the stable. 


"I should estimate the loss between 


$15,000 and §20,000. It is covered by in- 
surance." 


In reply to the reporter's question Mr. 


Hood said: "Iprobably will not replace 
the barn at present. I think I shall re- 
pair the old barn and make use of it. The 
Lowell chemical engine did fine ivork in 
saving the old barn. I [did not think the 
Lowell department would come down so 
far." 


Lots of Excitement. 


There was a big crowd from Lowell at 


the fire and fun and excitement irere 
plenty. 


On the road down an accident was re- 


ported, and it was a wonder some one was 
not killed. The road ^7hich was pitch dark 
was crowded with pedestrians, bicyclists, 
people in carriages and flying fire wagons, 
and the racket made was something tc 
which the good people of the Andover road 
were unused. 


Four Sirs' employes who rode down and

In his veto memorandum the Governor 


says: "It is a questionable sort of pa- 
triotism which seeks the enactment of such 
Dills as this. 


"America is big and broad and free in 


its political tolerance, aa well as in, its ter- 
ritory, and such proposed legislation as 
this makes it seem small aud narrow and 
clannish. 


"Our population is rnude up of men of 


all nationalties. 
The blood of every for- 


eign nation mingles here with that of the 
Anglo-Saxon race. It is this commingling 
of races that makes our American blood 
good and our nation strong and robust. 


"Does It make the American of foreign 


blood any less an American to see the flag 
of his fatherland floating beneath tbe stars 
and stripes on our public buildings? _0n 
the contrary, it seems to me that while "re- 
calling the associations of his native land 
such a sight would remind him also of tbe 
reasons which induced him to leave that 
land and would stir within him new devo- 
tion to the republic which has given him 
equal rights and equal opportunities. 


"If American patriotism is of such weak 


stamina that it can be allured by the dis- 
lay of foreign bunting, legislation like this 
cannot save it from speedy and utter 
ruin. 


"I prefer to think that love for our 


country is of a deeper and stronger charac- 
ter—a love that is generous and tolerant, 
but is of unquestioned loyalty in times of 
real danger. 


"The truest patriotism is tnat which is 


broad enough to ignore race or creed, and 
consider only the good of the commnn 
country. 


"Such legislation astbat proposed by this 


bill finds inspiration only in intolerance—in 
religion, in radical prejudice—in the false 
patriotism of narrow minds.lt is un-Ameri- 
can in spirit, and is opposed to the liberal 
traditions and progressive aims of the 
American people, li is baaed on a sickly 
sentimentality and sliuuld find no support 
among broad minded and sound bodied 
Americans.

"Let us not restrict the display of bunt- 


ing; on gala days let us hoist the flags of 
all nations; but abore all let the steio and 
stripes float triumphant, and thus, in our 
display of colors and emblems, we shall 
symbolize the varied, yet homogeneous, 
character of our population.

GRADE CROSSINGS AGAIN, 


COMMISSIONERS WILL SIT AT CITY 


HALL THREE DAYS. 


More Evldencelof tho Danger! Attendant 


Upon Several Crotilng* Heine Put In by 
City Solicitor Began. 


The grade crossing commissioners held 


their third session in the public hearing 
room at city hall this morning. Owing to 
the delay in the arrival of one of the com- 
missioners It was nearly 11 o'clock before 
the hearing on the Pawtucket grade cross- 
ing opened. 


We will have grade crossing talk for the 


rest of the week now, as the commission 
has decided to meet today, tomorrow and 
Saturday in order to expedite business. 


The attendance at the meeting was 


rather slim, and included only interested 
psvnies and witnesses. 


Considerable time was spent by counsel 


in arguiisg on the admission of certain evi- 
dence. 


City Solicitor Hogau read an order 


passed by the aldermen authorizing him to 
present the 
Supreme court a petition 


signed by the mayor and aldermen declar- 
ing the Pawtueket street grade crossing a 
dangerous one, and requesting a change, 
Mr. Eozan placed this order as evidence. 


Mr. Richardson suggested that the fact 


that the aldermen passed this order added 
nothing at all to the case. The city solici- 
tor is obliged by law to do ibis business. 


The commissioners decided that 
the 


order passed by the aldermen is not neces- 
sarily competent as a matter of opinion. 
Mr. Hogan said he only introduced tho 
order generally as evidence. 


Gl'oree A. Murphy. 


Mr. Murphy of the firm of Murpliy & 


Bingbam testified to seeing four or live 
vehicles in the vicinity. 
Once he was 


called to remove a sleigh with the runners 
broken. 


Mr. Richardson objected to this on the 


ground that the witness was not present 
when the accident happened. 
He would 


protest against it being admitted unless 
there is some connecting link furnished by 
producing the person who drove the vehi- 
cle. It may be supposed that although the 
vehicle was found broken, it does not fol- 
low that it was the result of a dangerous 
crossing; it 
may 
have been that the 


team was driven by an incompetent per- 
son, said Mr. Richardson. 
Mr. Hogan in- 


terposed that he intendeil to show certain 
circumstances from which facts might be 
inferred. 


The commissioners decided that the cou- 


nectiuc liuk must be produced in order to 
have the testimony admissible. 
Direct 


testimony should be produced. 


Then followed a discussion In which the 


commission called upon the stenoraplier 
10 look up a statement, alleged to have 
been made by Mr. Hogan, saying that he 
was willing to have any testimony stricken 
out which was not given by witnesses hav- 
ing personal knowledge thereof. 


Witness had in mind another goddard 


buggy which he found smashed and 
lying 


about 10 feet off the crossiug, just beside 
the highway. 


Rev. Fr. Burke of St. Patrick's church 


said he was driving over the tracks one 
day and while turning out to let a team 
pass, one of the axles on his buggy was 
sprung. 


Doctor Sherman also testified to having 


had a team injured by getting it, caught on 
the tracks. 


Georee L Fowler, 


who lives in the vicinity of the grade cros 
sines, told of three accidents he saw occur 
at the crossiug on Pawtucket street. 


He never had an accident happen to 


any of his teams. 


Michael J. Maguire, a resident of Var- 


ney street, experienced an accident on the 
crossing. 
He also saw a wheel taken off a 


team belonging to Mr. Byfieid, a painter, 
and a runner snapped from a farmer's 
sleigh. Both of these accidents were caused 
by the vehicles getting caught in 
the 


tracks. 


Rodney F. Heminway told the commis- 


sioners that trains pass by the crossing at 
the rate of thirty miles an hour. 


Gilbert Hodges, a civil engineer of 30 


years actual practice, 10 of which were 
spent in the employ of street railway com- 
panies and 0 years in the employ of steam 
railroad companies, said he had engineered 
the building of 40 or SO grade crossings 
and had prepared plans for bridges and 
other means of going under or over high- 
ways. 


The location of his work was !n many 


states and territories. Had worked for the 
B. & L. railroad for 5 years and 3 months. 
The cost of making the proposed changes 
in the grade crossings would be about 
§102,000. He considered the Pawtucket 
grade crossing dangerous, firstly, on ac- 
count of the very acute angle at which tht 
railroad crosses the highway, so that teams 
must try and uass the track at a certain 
angle in order to avoid the groove in the 
tracks. In other words, teams coming in 
cither direction ^nrieavor to cross at a riant 
angle with the result that collisions are 
liable to happen. 
Secondly, all trains 


cross at a high rate of speed and there is 
no slution in the immediate vicinity, of 
the crossing. Thirdly, the approaches to 
the crossing are rather 
steep, so that 


horses drawing heavy loads are liable to 
stop for a rest when they reach tracks; and 
fourthly, the view of the tracks is Qbstruct- 
ed. 


Questioned by Mr. Richardson relative 


to the plan proposed by the railroad peo- 
ple providing for making a crossing at Fos- 
ter street and cutting through land owned 
by the Lowell and Suburban Street railway 
and Mr. Parker, Mr. Hodges replied that 
he should accept tins plan only on condi- 
tion that it was the only means remaining 
of getting rid of the grade crossing. 


Charles A. Allen of Worcester, a civil 


engineer, considered the crossing danccr- 
ous for the same reasons that Mr, Hodges 
had given. He considered the estimate of 
§102,000 given as the cost of making the 
changes at the Pawtucket crossing accord- 
ing to the plan proposed by the city as a 
very good one. The plan itseif he thought, 
is proper and feasible and the best one' of 
which he knew. 
The Pawtucket grade 


crossing is a peculiar one and there are 
very few in the state so bad as it. 


The first witness for the B. & M. rail- 


road, was Wm. E. Hanson, a checker in 
the B. & M. freight house, who was com- 
missioned by Mr. Paige to ascertain the 
number of vehicles and persons passing the 
crossing. He paid no attention to trains. 
On April 24, ttie afternoon stormy, there 
crossed the tracks, 117 carriages: 104 teams; 
100 persons on foot; and 4Uti'persons in all. 
On April 23, a fine day, there passed over 
the crossing, 152 carriages; 03 teams; 14S 
pedestrians and 007 persons altogether. 


Charle* E. Taicc. 


Agent Paige of the B. & M. road, testi- 


fied that regularly there are thirty passen- 
ger trains and nineteen freight trains, ex- 
cluding shifters. On an average the shift- 
ers cross by Pawtucket street, eight times 
each day. 


On being questioned by Mr. Hogan, Mr. 


Paige admitted that in summer there are 
two mote trains running north, than in 
tbe fall or winter. 


After further tjuestioning. Mr.Paige also 


said that outside of these two trains, tbe 
road had also discontinued th<: 12 o'clock 
train out of Boston. / 


Tee hearing then adjourned till tomor- 


row at 10 o'clock.

Big Convention of Irish 


National Federation. 


OVER 330 DELRGATKS ATTEST 


THEIR PATRIOTISM. 


Cable From Ireland is Answered by 


$5000. 


There was a big convention of the Irish 


National Federation in Boston yesterday. 
It was held at Uuion hall, Boylston street, 
and opened at 2 o'clock, Hon. Thomas J. 
Gargan, presiding. There were present 
J50 delegates from all parts of the state in- 
eluding Messrs. Charles Callahan, Thomus 
F. Roche, John Creighton, John H. Ring. 
P, J. McManmon, John J.Delauey and 
Edward Gallagher of this city. 


On the platform wore the national offi- 


cers, Dr. Thomas Addis Emmet, Dr. Wal- 
lace of New York and Secretary Kyan be- 
sides the state officers Mr. Gargan and 
Secretary Daniel P. Sullivan. 


Tbe president called to order anQ made 


a very eloquent speech replying to Lord 
Salisbury's aspersions in regard to the 
allegoii clanger to Ulster men if Jiomc rule 
were passed. 
He showed that only 54 per 


cent, of tbu population of Ulster was Pro- 
testant and that but a fraction of this num- 
ber opposed home rule. He quoted British 
blue books showing tbat Leinsler and 
Munster, two Catholic provinces, were 
more progressive than Ulster. 


A cablegram from a convention in Dub- 


Mo signed by Michael Davitt and declaring 
nil dissensions practically ended, caused 
"real enthusiasm. 


Dr. Emmet was next called upon and 


was greeted with uproarious applause. Re 
corrected the idea given out by a New 
York paper to the effect that he had said 
Ireland with home rule would be as well 
to remain a part of the British empire. Thu 
statement 
needed certain qualifications. 


He dealt with the prospect for home rule 
and tbe need of sending aid to help in the 
coming general election. If the lories win 
in that contest Ireland's hope will again 
be daslieu down for years. 


Dr. \Vallace of Xew York said Ireland 


was greater than any man or company of 
men aud if God had sent a man to lead the 
people and the majority decided against 
him, lie, tbe speaker, would go willi the 
nmjorlty. Moses,be said,bad lost confidence 
and tailed to lead his people to the land of 
promise. He paid a high tribute to C. S. 
Parnell, said he revered his memory but 
yet thai if Parnell lived today he would ob- 
ject to the abuse of his name by a few men 
who oppose the majority in Ireland. 
Par- 


nell hud accepted Gladstone's bill of 1880 
and the present bill is much better. lie ap- 
pealed for earnest work in the coming 
crisis which he believed would bo the last 
struggle for victory. 


Permanent officers were then, elected, 


Thomas J. Gargan being president, Dan- 
iel Sullivan, secretary; Kev. Thomas F. 
Conaty of Worcester, treasurer; and a list 
of vice presidents from tho leading cities of 
thestateincludirig Edward Gallagher, pres- 
ident of the local biancli of the Federation. 


Several branches reported balances in 


their treasuries amounting In all lo S50UO. 
The national secretary, llr. liyan, reported 
tbat the entire amount sent to Ireland by 
the Federation was ?S7,000.

OX, May 24.—The J?alT Mall Ga- 


Jette yesterday printed'prominent article 
upon Lord Rosebery and his cabinet, by 
"One behind the scenes," during vrhich 
the writer says: 


The premier is proving quite unequal to 


the task of cheating the tendency to ex- 
cessive individualism in the cabinet. He 
actually complained to a friend of the 
writer that since leaving the foreign of- 
fice he has found nothing to do. 


Is Lord Rosebery yielding to his native 


languor and airy do-nothiiigism, leaving 
each minister to play off his own bat with 
the result of bewildering 
confusion? 


Evidence of this is shown in the fiasco of 
the Scottish committee measure, when 
Sir William Hitrcourt scarcely concealed 
his contempt for Sir George Trevelyan 
(the secretary for Scotland). 


Lord Rasenery is keenly aware that Sir 


\Villiam Harcourt means tnisc-hief, but 
while he is trying to smooth matters out- 
wardly by flattering Sir William Har- 
court's financial abilities, he, behind the 
scenes, is more anxious to strengthen his 
personal position than to guide the cabi- 
net. Instead of ignoring Sir William 
Karcourt's frigid attitude and gniniug 
the confidence of the cabinet by a sympa- 
thetic and impartial policy, he is seeking 
as advisers con'-mial souls inside and 
outside the cabinet. 


Where the Trouble Lies. 


Inside, he relies upoa Henry Asquith 


(the home secrc-taryj; outside, he takes 
his cue irom a band of young men of 
collectivist tendencies, thus alienating 
the elder ministers. 
On Irish affairs, 


John Morley (the chief secretary for Ire- 
land) is ignored in favor of the young 
men forming Lord Rosebery's body guard. 


Finally, Lord Kosebery is governed by 


a clique instead of by the cabinet. He 
has discovered vrh.tt Mr. Gladstone finally 
discovered—that the cabinet is composed 
of two distinct political parties, headed 
by John Morley imd Henry Asquith. The 
former mistrusts collectivism, and the 
latter accepts it ius a new social stospel. 
John Morley is pledged to home rule, and 
Henry Asquith and his party 
would 


gladly see home rule shelved. 


ilr. Gladstone's resignation . was more 


due to his feeling that he was out of 
touch with the younger blood in the 
cabinet than to physical 
incapacity. 


Lord Rosebery, believing in the popu- 
larity at the poll of his collectivists, has 
thrown his lot in with the "Asquithera," 
and is aiming to replace Sir William Har- 
court by Henry Abquith. 


This is the secret of the clique cabinet, 


and Lord Rosebery is yearning for a dis- 
solution in order to get a free hand, 


Dowe*S Wonderful Coat.

Powderly claims that he turned over to 


Sovereign all the books, documents and 
property of the Kniehts of Labor that he 
had in his possession, and that Sovereign 
acknowledged the receipt of the game. 
Martin was taken before an alderman 
and held in $1000 bail for court. Powderly 
now threatens to proceed against all the 
officers of the Knights of Labor who 
claim that ha refused to turn, over tha 
property of the order.

It appears from different interviews 


with passengers that the Paris crossed 
from her own southerly route in a north- 
erly direction and 
afterwards turned 


from north to south to regain her own 
track. Many oJ the Majtstic's passengers 
aver that this was done within a distance 
of 500 yards of the Majestic. 
It is not al- 


legwd that there was anything like a set 
ruce. 


The passengers, though highly indig- 


nant and blaming the captain of the 
Paris, do not assert that there was any 
wrongdoing or illegal action on his part, 
but they declare that there was a piece of 
unjustifiable bravado perpetrated which, 
under other circumstances, might have 
had serious consequences. A saloon pas- 
se&fcer says: 


"We gradually drew up on the Paris 


until we got abreast of her. Then the Paris 
dropped behind, went astern of us and 
came up on our port side. She kept 
creeping up until midday of Saturday, 
and twice forced us out of our course. 
She got so near that we could read her 
name without glasses, and our cap- 
tain slowed up 
to 
let her pass." 


Eev. Mr. Hill ol Montreal says: "The 


captain of the Paris signalled to our cap- 
.ain that he wished to cross onr bows. 
Ve slowed up and she passed about 200 
ards in front o£ us. What might have 
ccurred was shown by the fact that fog 
escended so suddenly and was so dense 
hat both vessels had recourse to fog 
lorns." 
Another passenger said that it was 
sinful to contemplate what might have 
happened had the fog came a little earlier. 


Captain Handle's Story.

The Majestic steamed 
along about a half mile distant on the 
starboard side. 
The Paris gradually 


forged ahead, keeping about tha same 
distance to port. The cantaiu of the Ma- 
jestic, finding his vessel dropping astern, 
slowed down his engines and crossed 
under the stern of the Paris, receiving 
her backwash. He then proceeded on his 
course, ending a three days' exciting race.

One of BTasjubhusetts' Foremost Citizens 


Dies of Pneumonia. 


NORTTOOD, JIass., May 24.—Hon. Francis 


W. Bird died lost evening at B o'clock of 
pneumonia, aged 85 years. 


Mr. Bird wns born in Dedham and THIS 


the Inst of a family of eight children. He 
attended school six months in the year 
and worked in bis father's paper mill the 
remninder. 
He graduated from Brown 


university in 3831. 
He then tried school 


teaching, but finding his health impaired 
he went into the (manufacture o£ paper iu 
Wulpole. He went inSo partnership with 
his father nnd brother-in-law in lS4a, but 
the firm failed and went into bankiuptey. 
He then started business on his owu ac- 
count and was so successful that in n few 
years he paid all the creditors 100 cents 
on the dollar, with interest. 


Hu was elected to the legislature in 1846. 


He joined Cbarlcs Francis Adams in the 
"conscience Whig" movement in 1840, 
and in 1S47 he wns re-elected from Wai- 
pole and served two terms as a Whig. He 
aftrrnard was returned to the house in 
1SC7, 'Ii9, '77 and '78. In 1S32 ho was up- 
p j n ed on (Governor Boutwell's council. 
In 1S34 he made a fight against the "Know 
Nothing movement," and in 1883, '04 and 
'C5 wns a member of Governor Andrew's 
council. In 1871 he was elected to the sen- 
ate, and iu 1872 he joined the Independent 
Republican movement in favor of Horace 
Greeluy nguinst Grant. He was a man 
universally loved and respected during 
his affiliation with the several political 
parties. He was always a warm friend 
and counsellor of the leaders.

TO PREVENT CONSUMPTION. 


Circular Prepared by the State Board of ! 


Health and Issued by the Local Health 
Authorities. 
A circular on tuberculosis or consump- 


tion prepared by the state board of health, 
lias been sent to all local physicians and 
other boards of health as a means of spread- 
ing information on the subject. The cir- 
cular is as follows: 


The Prevention of Consumption. 


Consumption is the most destructive 


disease of New England, the number of 
persons dying annually fiom this cause in 
Massachusetts amounting to nearly six 
tbousand. 


The disease is infectious, and can be com- 


municated from one person to another. 
The cbief danger lies in the expectoration 
of the sick, and if this expectoration is 
carefully destroyed little danger may be 
feared. 


Consumptives should be instructed not 


to spit upon the flows of rooms, public 
| hallf, street and railway cars, aud other 
' vehicles, nor in the streets, but into pieces 
of cloth, or receptacles made for the pur- 
pose, containing 'Water, or a saturated 
solution of carbolic acid (one part of car- 
bolic acid crystals to about fifteen parts 
of water). Such bits of c>olh should be 
destroyed by fire, befoie the sputa becomes 
diy, and, other 
receptacles should be 


I cleansed with scaldm? water, their con- 


i tents bating been destroyed or otherwise 


I carefully disposed of. Handkcichiefs which 
may have been used from necessity should 
he boiled half an hour before washing.

Tbo code of rules prc.pared by the com- 


mittee of tho probate judges of the state 
under the act of 1603 has been submitted 
to the justices of the Supreme court, who 
Jiave approved It, and (he code Is now the 
regulator of the proceedings of tbe probate 
and insolvency coiirLs 
throughout ibo 


state. 


llorelofore each cuanty had its own 


rules and regulations, and a lawyer practic- 
ing in one county waa thrown Into confu- 
sion when he nttempteil to do business iu 
another. 


The most important change in the old 


rules Is lhat at present no administrator or 
executor shall receive uny compensation 
hy way of coramiaalon upon the estate by 
him administered. Formerly these legal 
ropreseuta'-lves 
received a 
commission 


upon ihc amount of the property that 
passed through their hands, besides com- 
pensation for services. 


Xow they will be allowed for reasonable 


expenses incurred in the execution of the 
trusl, and such compensation for services 
ns the court shall hi each case deem just 
and reasonable. This is substantially what 
is contniued m probate rule 9. 


Again probate accounts not intended as 


final accounts will not be allowed till the 
hearing of the final account, This la suc- 
cinctly what probate iule 11 determines. 


There are 12 probate rules, 20 equity 


rules aud 21 insolvency.

Consumption Is the most destructive 


disease of New England, the number of 
persons dyinR aniiuallv from this cause in 
.Massachusetts amounting to nearly alx 
thousand. 


The disease is Infectious, andean be com- 


municated frotii one person lo another. 
The chicTdanger lies in tbc expectoration 
of tlie sick, Hnd If iliis expectoration is 
carefully destroyed little Uimger may be 
feared. 


Consumptives should be Instructed not 


lo spit upon the floors of rooms, public 
hallf, street and railway cars, aud other 
vehicles, nor In the streets, but Into pieces 
of cloth, or receptacles m:ido for the pur- 
pose, containing >walrr, or a saturated 
solution of carbolic acid (one part of car- 
bolic acid crystals to iibuut fifteen parts 
of water). Snob bil's of eiolli uliould bo 
destroyed by fire, be Tore the aputa becomes 
dry, and, other 
receptacles 
should 
he 


cleansed wltb scalding water, their con- 
touts having been 'Jes'.royed or otherwise 
carefully disposed of, HandkiMchicfs which 
may have been used from necessity should 
be boiled half an hour before washing. 


A healthy person should not alecp In tho 


same room with a consumptive. 


Remember the sputa must never be al- 


lowed to become dry.
